WASHINGTON (AP)—Although 
the odds are against any early 
government crackdown on labor 
strife, another serious outbreak of 
* ‘national 
emergency” 
strikes 
m ight induce Congress to act. 
Maybe not in 1963, perhaps in 
1964. 
President Kennedy wants new 
powers 
to 
deal 
with 
economy- 
crippling shutdowns. But he feels 
this is not the year to open the 
Pandora’s 
box called the Taft- 
Hartley Act. 
His secretary of labor is not 
sure the lid will stay on. Patient, 
tolerant W. Willard Wirtz has told 
unions and bosses that they are 
underestimating the public’s grow­ 
ing distaste for industrial ‘‘brink­ 
m anship.” 
‘‘A decision has been m ade,” 
Wirtz 
said. 
‘‘That 
decision 
is 
that if collective bargaining can’t 
produce peaceable settlements of 
these 
controversies, 
the 
public 
will.” 
Unions Beat Drums 
"When Congress convened a good 
m any m em bers reacted in alarm 
to the paralysis of East and Gulf 
Coast 
shipping, 
the 
New 
York 
newspaper blackout, the current 
threat to 
aerospace 
production, 
and 1962’s railroad, airline and 
construction shutdowns. 
They saw the industrial unions 
led by Walter Reuther gearing up 
a militant, mulitimillion-dollar or­ 
ganizing drive, and heard Team­ 
sters President Jam es R. Hoffa 
beating the drum s for a giant alli­ 
ance of transportation unions. 
Influential 
Congress 
mem bers 
rushed to introduce a half-dozen 
drastic m easures—compulsory ar­ 
bitration, antitrust sanctions, the 
break-up of national unions, even 
partial seizure of essential indus­ 
tries by the government. 
Kennedy did not mention labor 
legislation in any of his messages 
to Congress. The President hopes, 
say his aides, to avoid any erup­ 
tion of labor controversy in Con­ 
gress that would district attention 
from his No. I goal, tax reduction. 
Congress 
apparently 
will 
be 
happy to leave the labor bills in 
cold storage. 
One congressional staff aide ex­ 
plained: “Labor bills are just un­ 
popular. Whichever way a con­ 
gressm an votes, he m akes a lot 
of people mad at him .” 
Moreover, Congress has learned 
from experience that when the 
Taft-Hartley Act is opened up for 
am endment, 
labor and industry 
lobbies crowd into the act—until 
tim ely, responsible legislation be­ 
comes a near impossibility. 
Contracts Expire 
The lineup of potential disputes 
Is not as bad in 1963 as it might 
be next year. 
In 1964 wage contracts expire 
in many of the biggest, hardest- 
bargaining 
industries—steel, 
au­ 
tos, 
oil, 
meatpacking, 
aircraft, 
ordinance, 
m aritim e, 
telephones, 
and most of the Team sters’ big­ 
gest trucking agreements. 
A prolonged strike in any one 
could 
imperil 
the 
national 
de­ 
fense, economic stability, or pub­ 
lic health. Shutdowns in batches

would almost surely force Ken­ 
nedy to call on Congress for re­ 
strictive legislation. 
Some of 
the ugliest disputes 
since World War II have been 
settled by the simple threat of 
congressional action.

weapon, or if an impatient Con­ 
gress takes m atters into its own 
hands?

Upper Peninsula potato growers 
attended meetings in Iron Moun­ 
tain, Houghton and Cornell 
last 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day 
for 
a 
pre-cropping-season 
briefing on their industry. Like a 
two-week short course 
cram m ed 
into a one-night stand, the meet­ 
ing was conducted by 
Michigan 
State University’s Field Crops De- 
partm ent 
Head 
Dr. 
Kenyon 
Payne and several specialists on 
marketing, insect and disease con­ 
trol and production. 
MSU District M arketing Agent 
Quentin Ostrander of Bay City 
told the producers of several new 
techniques being used to guard 
potato quality during storage and 
processing. He also explained a 
proposed national potato m arket­ 
ing order which could come up for 
vote this spring but w ouldn’t af­ 
fect this year’s crop. 
The order, to be directed by a 
46-member 
committee, 
would 
guide labeling, grading, research 
and 
promotional 
projects. 
Os­ 
trander pointed 
out 
that it 
is 
much easier for producers to can­ 
cel a m arketing order, by 50 per 
cent of growers voting, than to es­ 
tablish one, by two-thirds vote and 
emphasized that such three year 
orders are voted in, voted out. and 
m anaged by the 
growers 
them ­ 
selves. 
Commenting on potato varieties, 
D. L. Clanahan of East Lansing, 
of the Michigan Potato Council, 
indicated the current dem and for 
and interest in, 
Russet Burbank 
bakers in 
the Upper 
Peninsula 
was encouraging. But Clanahan, 
who served as an Extension spec­ 
ialist in the U. P. for 20 years, 
warned the producers that they’re 
“traveling 
in 
faster 
company” 
when they produce and sell the 
famed Idaho bakers. 
“Idaho 
producers,” 
he 
said, 
“have doubled their 
advertising 
budget to strengthen the image 
thht their potatoes are the w orld’s 
best.

A new study of Milwaukee’s economy should interest 
Upper Peninsulans as reflecting what has happened to Wis­ 
consin’s metropolis, which must in some degree reflect the 
economy of the state. Harvey E. Hohl, business research 
specialist of Marquette University has made a three year 
study analyzing Milwaukee’s manufacturing employment 
which shows an overall decline of 15,000 jobs in the period 
1958-62 and significant increase in employment in only two 
of the industrial categories, with 5 unchanged and losses in 
8. 
Heaviest job losses were in general machinery, food in­ 
dustry, transportation and primary metals. 
Biggest gain 
was in electrical machinery and the paper industry. 
Hohl noted a trend away from the North Central States 
and said that the prospects for Milwaukee’s growth are not 
inviting. He urged that the chemical industry be explored 
because of Milwaukee’s industrial water supply and said there 
appeared to be some prospect for the area in the rubber and 
miscellaneous products industry and plastics. Some lines in 
metal and metal product industries also have possibilities, 
said Hohl, and he urged exploration of the professional in­ 
struments industry.

Schoolcraft area enrolled in train­ 
ing courses under the Manpower 
Development Training Act of 1962 
(MDTA), 
according 
to 
James 
Damitz, manager of the Escanaba 
office of the Michigan Employ­ 
ment Security Commission. 
Damitz said that the training 
programs are designed to provide 
workers with new skills where 
needed, and to up grade the skills 
of those persons working below 
their capabilities. 
Persons from the two-county 
area are enrolled in courses in­ 
cluding lumber grading, cooking, 
machine operators and welders. 
Duration of the courses varies with 
some running up to 48 weeks.

The purpose of the change to ap­ 
pointment is to make the highway 
commissioner a professional posi­ 
tion rather than a political one to 
free him from the time-consuming 
task of running for office and to 
make possible the selection of the 
best qualified person for the job. I 
The line of succession to the 
governor in the new constitution 
is lieutenant governor, secretary of 
state and attorney general, with 
others designated by law. A clear 
distinction is made for the first 
time between temporary succes­ 
sion to the govenorship, such as 
during 
the 
governor’s 
absence 
from the state, and permanent 
succession due to his inability to 
perform his duties. A method of 
using the supreme court to deter­ 
mine when such inability exists, 
and when it ends, is also provided 
for the first time. 
Still another 
new 
provision 
meets a long-felt need,. The gov­ 
ernor is to be provided with a 
furnished residence and mainten­ 
ance 
thereof. Forty - one other 
states furnish ft governor’s resi­ 
dence.
